Dr. Lsko felt very much gratified, after 
hating written to mu.cn on the importance to 
th* colony, of laying down extensive 
lines of railroad — of the advantage! Ihey 
would afford, in th* development of 
it* resources, and the absolute aecsssiiy of es- 
tablishing mi mots safe and rapid mean* of 
traffic lo and from tha remote interior— to lei 
ao highly retpeciible a meeting assembled for 
the purpose of promoting the great object, the 
attainment of which waa ao daairabl*. It wu 
probable that had hia obaervaiiona or railway 
lines been confined to England alone, that hia 
attention would net has* been etlnuicd to 
their introduction into New South Wales, at 
theimmenie coal of tha [rcatKngliih lines, and 
the style in whieh tbey were laid down, 
would have rendered the idea of the colony 
being able to su.tain auch an e* pen If title! It 
extravagant. To con.iiuct railwaya on the 
principle adopted in England, would bo utterly 
impracticable in Anstialia. During hit last 
visit to England, howeter, he hid pitted 
orer lo the United State* of Amines, and 
whilst there, he wa* forcibly ieruck with the 
tesemblBnoe, In iti physical formation, win it 
some parts of North America, particularly the 
States of Virginia and Noith Carolina, bot* to 
New South Wnlaa. In paaiing orer a aery ex- 
tended line of country in these Statra by 
the railroad, ha was forcibly itruek 
with thia aimiliarity, and of the 
great advantagea whieh such a mean, 
of transit annrded, and resection had 
made it apparent to him, that in no Other 
country In the world, weta th* advinlage* lo 
be reaped Iron nib-nidi to great aa their 
own. In New Mouth Wales Ihey had no nan. 
gable rivet* into tht interior to afford the faci- 
lities ortiaffic. Thty were plieed in a country 
abounding indeed with patches of Ih* Until 
land, . unable for every description of agrledl- 
tuce, but which wtie teparittd from eaeh 
other, from the cities and town* of lb* colony 
•nd tha IS* coast, by immense trier, of ■ttlilt 
land, unfft to beat a dents population, and 
through which ordinary modes of conveyance 
eou Id never adequately be kept up. A third 
peculiarity attached lo New South Wale* wa. 
ihi lengthened droughts to which it waa tub- 
jeet, rendering travelling by meuii of besatx ol 
burden, not only datigetou* and unecrtair, but 
to enormously txpentive a* to he destine live 
to the ptoti table optntion* oi commerce. He 
would take for example the land which it wai 
reputed had been diacovered by tiir Thomat 
Mitchell, and which mult be about eight hug. 
deed mile* bora the lea tout, supposing 
thit lind to be occupied by a pas- 
tor .1 and an agticnliunl community, 
with eviry local advantage far the 
proaeculion of thasa pnrsuiu, the finest pro- 
clue* that could be raiard would not pay for 
itt iranait tarougb ihe desert, to th* point 
where ite intrinsic value could alone bemad, 
available Hi* Excellency Bit O corse Olppe, 
who might b* taken for a pretty good auth*. 
lily In auch matters, had declared officially that 
there war* large trecta of land in (ha colony, 
lb. Value of which pel aecc scarcely exceeded th* 
tmxlleet eoinof Ihe realm. If there were lindaol 
such* ibaraclai aa that in ordinary aeaaoni, 
whai must they became in the union of pro. 
It ecu d drought, auch aa bad oceatlonally 
viaiied tho ml. my. Let them tuppot* (hs 
newly discovered country, occupied by a par 
lorn! oi in agricultural community, and at 
such in ordinary *e*iun* keeping up a com- 
munication with the vex toast, and a season of 
drought auch aa occurred in 1828,07, md SS. 
or in i a39 happening, Il would lu such* ease 
bo impoa.ibi. la aupply the Inhabitant* wllh 
food. Flour could not ba conveyed 10 them 
by th* ordinary meint of conveyance Bullocks 
aenl for auch a purpose would die by hundred*, 
and their whitened bone, would lions remain 
to pain tout th* track, I* th* bullies at the 
bottom of the ocean , wet* its water* dried an, 
would point out lha psatata of v assets from 
England lo India. Uul if tbey ■upposed a 
railway mtablished, even of th* rudeet sore, 
a mere tram road, all such difficulty and 
danger would vanish. It would al ones plae* 
auch a community within eighty hour* dnt.net 
of thi ■«* eoxii, and thai not by a dangerous 
path, bot by a aafa and certain one. lie arm * 
tended, thatafove, thai thty were not planed in 
the poaiiion of England with regard lo rail, 
road.. 'I'll. i» they doublle** aJutded (real 
personal eonv*nl«c*a, groat faciUlln, forth* 
purrroaea and «x tension of com metre, but in 
their own country rjiairvaiyexlatrne* depended 
upon ihem. Tb*y w*r* *blululety tMtmtial to 
thi aafe population of the courilry, and wiib- 
nut Iheir introduction *nlir*dittriltt, endowed 
with the faritit advatitsgts which nature 
could heaiow, must remain uuoocupicd. 
He for on* felt that bo could not conaeien- 
lloualy invit* people to leave Iblr own land*, 
and tpread thrmaelves otct tha length and 
breadth uf tha lolony, under such tireues- 
•tiQcet— expoied In auch appalling dangers. 
Tha rvmarkx ba had made wer. geairJ, u 
ahow tha pee ii Inr adaptation of the physical 
character of lha colony for thi advantageous 
introduction of railroada in a degree exceed, 
ingthit preaented by any other country. Even 
In Arabia. Ih* physical eharactat of which 
eouotry somewhat resembled their., ibe pro. 
dueia of th. riebaat caleawera Intl. worth, 
from Ihe diffieudiy of traffic ; and in their own 
ease thi* difficulty wai commensurati ly in. 
crenaed, by tha almotl boundless extant of 
lb* wild and desert regions, which ihe con- 
tinent of New Holland dl*ptay*d. With re- 
gard t* Ibe particular Line of read nnder eonsi- 
daiBtisn, be was aatiafSc J that It wa* the best 
thai cnnlrt has* been *t]**t*d for baakiof to 
grext and ^awtaut so eiperimthl. H* did 
nut wish loeSccrnle other lines, ha did riot 

disrnii* tht imaertaiier of the Cireat Northern 
Lin. to tha Hun tar. and, perhaps, en to 
Bithurtl, bui he coculdrrsd the lin. to i • ,, ;.

In America ruilwayi wet* 
carried by means of inch bridge! orer great 
distinct*. Th* frame wotk of auch bridges 
wis limp!*, iud formed of wood, and Ih* 
limber, which wu to be got in abundance on 
iha lin*, wu the moat suitable for auch a pur- 
pose. All that wia required wu, iht erection 
of tough .(on ■ pi ci. with limber beam* placed 
on them, and n viaduct an tarmtd wu quite 
eurltcient foi a railway. Tha atone could he 
got on th* spot, from the gully at Jotdaii'a 
Cieekr and timber also- Onth* railway from 
Richmond in Virginia, over (h* Jamer River, 
thet* wa* a bridge of tuoh description extend - 
ing nenly a mile, and a similar one over (ha 
Dtliwarc In the State of New York, though the 
formidable nature of the climate thecc, obliged 
them to toot' tho bridgei in, in order tc prevent 
tho r*Uw*y being blocked up wllh mow, II* 
thould recommend that the most direct line 
possible thould be taken, not indeed that they 
should attempt to cut through n mountain, or 
puBovei lake* ot aw amps, foi that would in- 
Tolveihem in too great an expense. The sys- 
tem adopted in America wu lo avoid these 
arrest natural obitadei by going eilhei lo tha 
right or left, and thia, though It caused the 
railway to euwc off from a straight line, waa 
found to in.wei well, Cohgrea* In America

He wu quite euro thai the eolonial 
legislature would be found ready to .third the 
same fatiliiiu for the eonalruction of rail wayr , 
uwere afforded to Ennli.h Companies. It 
was contemplated in iha raioliiiian that the 
liability of each aharcholder thould be Limited 
to the amount ol hi* a harts, and tome difficulty 
waa anticipated in accomplishing thai. 
Whether such a limiistion could be legally 
made, he wu not lawyer enough to dt< Limine, 
but he did not regsrd it u a mallet of so much 
tmt ortsnca u lorn, gentlemen Beamed to do. 
In the D.rectian of lueh a work, ihey would 
doubtless place men or diaetrnixieni, ahcewd- 
nesa, and ability, men in whom thty could 
place cemfldehee, end who would lake care that 
the expenditure waa made wllh p 
ll muat be remembered too that the ._ 
penae-a, which formed ao formidable an item in 
Ureal Britain, would be much reduced in llieir 
own MM. For hit own part ha HW but 1 1 til.

Conned afforded a moat triumphant inierer. 
Dr. Anderaon wu n tried lepreaentitive in 
th* Council, and having been requested to 
ttend, ha had no doubt he would be placed in 
the position he uughl to be in. 

Mr. Jobs Loivo commenced, at aome cla- 
mour wat prevailing, by reminding the ckc- 
tun that all preaent hud been addecttcd 
■it genflemrn, which word divided wu 
" geT'.iir'' end "mtin," h and therefore there 
ought to be no rub neat or clamour ; hat they 
ihould * "iv* Order ind decency, and he would 
hinttoauch u hilled that that wai th* lan- 
guage of rceie— not pf men. Dr. An.iciton, 
whom b* begged to laennd, came forward not 
at hia own deiin, but by that of a lirge bculy 
of the ejector., whose etteem hia conduct in 
lb* Couneil had dueteed and lecured, lie 
waa nm going to preite him u being * penab 
fre* from all imperfection., neither ahould h* 
abuan any of the other candidate!; he conal- 
d«ed Mm a tit and proper repTHenutive, and 
therefore aeennded Him. 

Mr, J tune S>init wouM beg to 
ptopcae ta the electora an honeat man, 
aorf on* poiaeating every leiiuiiite 
ani neecaaary quilineetlon. Th* colony 
wu now commeoeing to awntne aomething 
like In Kngliab uhaiaclcr, the pwple'a lightt, 
prieilegti, and immunitiea wen being ceded to 
lb*m. When be etaminexl what the Ulatrict 
i Ymneil of i'arramatl* had already done, he 
found it far mora than he could bar* conceived. 
Th* apwkti then entered into • detail of lb* 
improvement* effected hy thit body on th* 
public road", which ha allied had been put in 
tuch an elhciwnt itele of repair that tb«y could 
he travelled by night oi day with ealely, and 
if it waa eenaideitiladfieiiiile to tea euth im- 
ptovemente .till maintained, and addilitlonal 
onu carried out, it waa ncceaaary to return 
tuch men to th* Council u would devota their 
energiu to the lEcomplithmenl of theae ob- 
ject*.

Hy the term pllinnew ofdiapoaition, he meant 
plain in hit dealing, i he wu character ieed by 
prudaoct and caution, which wire no b*d 

Jiualitiet In a councillor, a* he would not b* 
ike ruma of Ihe memhen in th* Council, apt to 
lit hi* tongue run too f ul, and attach, any other 
member with achargl of imbecility of mind, u 
hid lately ooccurred. In fact Mr, Edrop eat 
I working and not a talking man. 

Mr. MiLt* aaid, on the pieacnt occailcw, all

duty, and It trie on* of thot* oeeaai on. on 1 elect „ra for jean. A great deal had been laid 
which all ao meeting nit Oil Cannon ground, 
the employer and the unemployed— tha land- 
lord, and th* tenant- Therw wen tame people 
who evidently did not value a vote, for 

ha had heard remark* mad* by pemon. ventur* to aaaert it had "walked well, 
ccngratubttinj thennelvw that they had a |reat deal of good, and moreover Ihtt it had 
none to give ; tuch people did not know j never in any of It* trinitciion* been guilty nf 
th* apirit of liberty. Th* privileg. thi.y any jobbing, end he believed il would be llill 
were now einciling had been obtained bt no more uacful than it h*4 been; and he waa oon- 
ligfat .traggle, far thii [rtvileg* of hering * *utc*d it hid, with tit pr«**M limited 
■hue la the repieeeJiUition had been fought for

Mr, Hiriraa and, he appeared before the 
electora moat reluctantly, (but il waa toeaecule 
i duty) u he felt he had but little power er 
influence beyond whit reaaon and jmtic* af- 
forded.

In ill the relationi ofpriTite 
life, Mr, heynoldl wu well hnown to have 
diichacged every dot, m«t faithfully, ind it 
wu an old maxim, that he who had done to 
would, if called into public life, bo found (0 
pay equally well ihe obligation* accruing w 
him in luih aiiiuilon. 

Mr. llLAxittiiLjj, in teconding the noniint- 
tinnof Mr. Heynolda, obterired he didtob*- 
cant* he ooniidered him to be the beat mm in 
the Held, and Doeteuing lha moral and intel- 
lectual, u well at ihe legal qualirjeetion, 1£* 
hid formed do coalition, but etrwd or fell on 
hit rrwrila. not wedged In with other*, at tome 
of the rindiditee were ; and hid moreover 
liberal viewa with retpect !o education. Ue 
(Mr. I! ) cautioned lb* elector* not to he led 
away by a clique ; Mr. Reynold* wu pledged 
to lupt ort their inlereat*, and carry out their 
withe* in the tjnum.il. 

The Wianin baring aaked If any of th* 
eli*ctori had any othar candidal* to propoae, 

Ur. WiTHint came forward and apobe for 
about fatlf-an-houT. uid end*d by/ propnaing 
Mr, Ultkefield. To attempt any report of 
whai Mr. W. laid la Impouible, he apok* Jt

touched upon being perfectly unconnected, and 
hit comment* Oh lliem •• they arota very dia.

Same alight delay occurred is 
gelling iheie writlen out, but each prtrdueed 
ll, and thty were leverelly read. 

The Wtittt then declared lb* ahow of 
hand* to be In favour of Maura, Bliktfleld. 
Edrop, and iteynolda, on which a poll wa* 
demanded, which ihe Wuden announced 
would be on Friday, Three diem were then 
given for Ih* ducen, and alao for the W*rd*n, 
and Ihc meeting icparated.

the chief and uked him why h* told him that 
th* river wu evtiluting, whan ii waa now 
dry ; end the chief act wired him and aaid, 
that he wiahed him thereto bring rain, beoeu.a 
il wu very scarce, and that WM why he lold 
him lie*. He {Mr. ll ) met with great dirhcul- 
tic* al Ilrat aeliling. but lh*a* were overcome 
grtdoally. Tne CalTre* uaed to woik on Sun- 
day, but now iheyhie* been diituadtd from ity 
and what it mote gratifying, the chier which hi 
mentioned i* at pretent ■ local preacher among 
hit countrymen. There wu another C'arli* 
chief who wu a greai politician, and who wu 
firing him (Mr. is. i an icoount and blalory of 
« greoi many chiefi who wen now dead ; when 
Mc. 11. atkedhim what h* meant by their 
being dead, and the chief enewercd Ihit they 
weto gone, eonturred, never to be tern agdn. 
Thit iirii opened Mr. llojc*', mind .. to how 
he wu to work . convection on Ihe CnfTrea— by 
explaining to Ihem the Immortalltyof tb* aoul i 
and then he went on from leu id mutu. until at 
latt he aucceoded end they became aln- 
eere CrwielUn.. He, Mr. B ,fl/at h.d the honoui 
of preaching to a Coffee audiance. It wat almotl 
impouible to preach during tome houil of tha 
day owing to ihe extreme hint of th* tan, 
but during thove houra in which he wu not 
employed in leaching the Caffrea, hn wu 
teaching himtelf In the language of the people, 
which he knew but very Utile of at Brat. He 
preached neatly at tuudown, when he i*m*- 
ti me* went round four orHve Tillage* in Hit 
dlilriot. lie had nut been long at the elation 
before he had a wrer* conieat with the chiel 
concerning the ill uuee of ion* of the Carlret 
by their luperior*.
